Sierra Madre is falling far 
short of its 1956 Rod Cross goal 
of $6,913, Col. Charles R. Gil- 
dart, local chairman, reported 
today. 

“Only $3680 has been collect¬ 
ed to date,” the colonel said. 
“The citizens of Sierra Madre 
should realize more than most 
the need for contributing to 
this essential activity because 
of the assistance given us at 
the time of the flood in 1954. 

“Because of the unusually se¬ 
vere disasters throughout the 
United States last fall and win¬ 
ter, heavy demands have been 
made upon the resources of the 
American Red Cross. It is im¬ 
perative that all sections of the 
country meet their goals.

Old Timer: 

While anonymous letters are 
seldom worth reading let alone 
answering, the Sierra Madre 
News, by seeing fit to print 
your criticism of the Boy Scouts 
of America and its local lead¬ 
ership has created an exception 
to the rule. As a registered 
adult scouter (unpaid) and a 
former Sierra Madre Boy Scout 
I find your letter to be in ex¬ 
tremely poor taste. 

It would seem from your let¬ 
ter that while you participated 
in and enjoyed the camping 
and other outdoor aspects of 
scouting you completely missed 
the fact that scouting is basi¬ 
cally a character building pro¬ 
gram.

And this, after all, is the 
reason police departments ex¬ 
ist. They do not exist solely to 
chalk up ever higher arrest 
records, to ticket every car that 
is a few minutes overparked, 
to book every tipsy pedestrian 
or to press charges against 
every enranged spouse who 
during a quarrel may shout 
and even slap his wife. 

Nothing could be more intol¬ 
erable than to be saddled with 
a Police Department that up¬ 
holds the letter of our innu¬ 
merable laws to the point 
where our citizens would hesi¬ 
tate to walk down the street 
for fear of violating some ordi¬ 
nance. 

Police officers, I think, 
should be courteous but firm. 
They should also use common 
sense when the question of 
whether to make an arrest 
arises. In these respects (an 
occasional lapse does occur, of 
course) Sierra Madre’s Police

One is just as 
important as the other. 

Some persons seem to think 
any book which contains ideas 
more liberal than those they 
themselves cherish is likely to 
demoralize the whole American 
public. But most of us analyze 
whatever we read in accord¬ 
ance with our own thinking. 

The Los Angeles Times, for 
example, has been my main 
source of information for more 
than 30 years. I think it the 
greatest newspaper in the 
West. I have enjoyed the 
friendship of its owners and 
editors and respect their in¬ 
tegrity. 

I base my opinions of men 
and things on the same news 
items they study. Yet I am still 
a Democrat, convinced that the 
bade theories of the Democrat¬ 
ic Party are better for this na¬ 
tion as a whole than are the 
basic theories of the Republi¬ 
can Party. 

Similarly, my good Republi¬ 
can friends listen to my logic 
politely—but aren’t influenced 
by it one bit. I’m sure they or 
I or our Library Board could 
read Pravda or “Das Kapital” 
or “Mein Kampf” every day 
and never absorb one un- 
American idea. 

We all feel that our system 
is the best on earth, no matter 
what others claim. Why, then, 
make a fuss over any book 
which contains nothing un- 
American in itself? 


Our Library Board, which 
does a splendid job considering 
its limited budget, has been 
perturbed by a communication 
including a printed list of au¬ 
thors whose books a certain 
group thinks should be barred 
from libraries as “subversive.” 

The list included such au¬ 
thors as Pearl Buck and J. 
Frank Dobie! I don't think 
anyone could imagine the Sat¬ 
urday Evening Post or Reader’s 
Digest is subversive, but those 
magazines seem to hold Pearl 
Buck and Frank Dobie in great 
respect. 

Ever since “The Good Earth” 
came out, Pearl Buck has been 
an honored figure in American 
literature, and I think any Cal¬ 
ifornia library which doesn't 
contain Mr. Dobie’s “San Fran¬ 
cisco” is denying its patrons 
one of the most delightful and 
informative of all California 
works. 

The inclusion of such names 
on such a list seems to me one 
more proof that every zealot, 
no matter how good his inten¬ 
tions, becomes a potential Tor- 
quemada. Our Library Board 
carefully read the books spe¬ 
cifically mentioned in the com¬ 
munication, could find nothing 
un-American in them, and de¬ 
cided they should remain on 
the shelves. Hurry for the 
Board !

Bud was outfielder on Cal’s 
1937 and ’38 CIB A baseball 
championship teams, and 
closed out his career in 1939. 
He was a teammate of Sam 
Chapman, who spent many 
years starring for the Philadel¬ 
phia Athletics after leaving 
college. In 1938 Bud batted .396, 
only to place second to Kenny 
Washington of UCLA. 

After graduation he was one 

of 11 football players selected 
to go to Honolulu for a series 
of games against their local 
club, university team, and the 
U.S. Navy stationed there. His 
team won the championship 
and Bud was named All Star 
guard. 

Bud and a teammate, Jud 
Atchison of the University of 
Texas, were asked to stick 
around and help the local boys 
in a series of games against 
Oregon State, Fresno State and 
COP. Their contribution in be¬ 
half of the Hawaiian team 
gained them the eternal grati¬ 
tude of our island neighbors. 

It was while on this tour of 
pleasure in the island that Bud 
met Codie, who was later to 
become his wife, in April 1941. 

She was the Hawaiian Wo¬ 
man’s Golf Champion in 1934- 
37. She came to the mainland 
to attend USC in 1937 and 
played in the National Wo¬ 
man’s Golf Championship tour¬ 
nament at Pebble Beach. 

Post college activities for Bud 
include baseball with the Hol¬ 
lywood Bears, coaching of an 
East Los Angeles boys football 
team, backfield coach for Hon¬ 
olulu's Roosevelt High School 
team, and member of the board 
of directors of the Hawaiian 
Warriors, who played in a Pa¬ 
cific Coast professional football 
league, and skipper of a PT 
boat in the South Pacific from 
1943-46. 

Since the war, Bud has been 
employed in the heating and 
plumbing business and has 
found time on the side to serve 
on the academic scholarship 
committee of the San Gabriel 
Valley chapter of the UC 
Alumni Association. He pres¬ 
ently is president of the South¬ 
ern California athletic recruit¬ 
ing organization. He has been 
a manager in the Hasting’s 
Ranch Little League since its 
commencement and also has 
been helping out his old 
friend, Max West, in coaching 
an American Legion team. 

Bud and Codie's oldest son, 
Garry, 9, already a member of 
a Little League team, is learn¬ 
ing the rudiments of golf un¬ 
der his mother’s expert direc¬ 
tion. Glen, 16 months old, 
hasn’t yet had an opportunity 
to show his prowess although 
his favorite toy is a miniature 
baseball bat.
